The Vineyard Gazette, the 128-year-old week- 


Martha’s Vineyard, has for decades carried 


the distinction being the largest broadsheet 
the country. Never meant for reading, the 
Gazette remains one the literate gems 
business dominated buyouts and chains. 
Columns reflection are found alongside com- 
plaints about the plant 
plea for regionalizing services. Its quirky front 
page, where homey advertisements meet news 
copy, almost always set off boldly with vivid 
island image photographer Alison Shaw. 

James “Scotty” Reston, the New York Times 
war correspondent, Washington bureau chief, 
columnist, and editor who died last week, was 
also the owner the Vineyard Gazette. Many 
have called his death the end era print 
journalism that had more common with Wal- 
ter Lippmann than with Web page. Reston 
weaned and influenced entire generation 
journalists who worked with him for him 
the Times. The names flow easily for anyone 
who has ever scanned paper for by-lines. 
Names like Baker, Halberstam, Lewis, and 
Wicker, just for starters. Few, any, will think 
much about the legacy left the Vineyard 
Gazette, which and his wife, Sally, purchased 
1968 from legendary country editor Henry 
Beetle Hough. 

Fresh graduates Columbia’s School 
Journalism, Hough and his wife, Betty, received 
the Gazette wedding present 1920 and 
ran together for years. They led the news- 
paper into renown, particularly after the publica- 
tion Hough’s Country Editor (Doubleday, 
1940) and subsequent books. 

When Betty Hough died, 1965, her hus- 
band worried about the future the newspaper. 
Upon meeting Scotty Reston that year, Hough 
saw how legacy could continue. When the sale 
took place three years later, many locals fretted 
that news the outside world would push aside 
the recording Vineyard life. 

Those fears proved unfounded. However, few 
knew the time that 1971, when the venera- 
ble New York Times hesitated about publishing 
the government’s top-secret Pentagon Papers, 
Reston warned that the Times didn’t print the 
Vietnam War documents, the Vineyard Gazette 
most certainly would. 

Scotty Reston’s influence the Gazette and 
those who started that newsroom 
was remarkable. example and through con- 
versations about story ideas town-meeting 
outbursts, made clear that were part 
important trade, that better get right, 
and that our writing should literate well 
convincing. 

When sat Royal typewriter Edgar- 
town years ago, never felt that was toiling

Don’t paint into corner, 
say Boston graffiti artists 


local community groups 

agencies step their bat- 

tle graffiti, the

recent weeks, the MBTA’s Graffiti 
Squad has made several arrests ef- 
fort put end vandalism Boston 
and surrounding cities. And citizen-activist 
groups areas such the Fenway, 
Dorchester, Allston, and Brighton have re- 
cently initiated clean-up projects and 
programs stop the 
graffiti they say make their communities 
appear rundown. 

However, many the artists who steal 
around the wee hours tagging (signing) 
walls and leaving larger artwork known 
“throw-ups” “pieces” the sides 
freight cars, overpasses, and tunnels say 
they refuse allow the fear arrest 
hinder them. 

“We are not out hurt anyone,” says 
one Cambridge artist. “It’s form ex- 
pression, nonviolent release. It’s all 


about being acknowledged.” 

That artist has been arrested and con- 
victed breaking city ordinances. His 
punishment was either pay the $14,000 
damages perform community ser- 
vice scrubbing his graffiti off the walls 
sprayed. chose the latter. 

But community service punishment, 
says Sergeant Nancy the 
MBTA’s Anti-Crime Unit, being re- 
placed some communities with harsher 
sentences: “In Cambridge, the courts 
aren’t too strict with graffiti artists. But 
city courts like Dorchester and Roxbury 
are outraged, and they are whacking 
these kids.” 

July last year, helped 
get new statewide graffiti statute passed 
that made tagging misdemeanor, and 
made the creation large, mural-sized 
pieces felony. “We have already put five 
kids away,” says who has as- 
sisted arresting more than 300 graffiti 
artists the past two years alone. 

Still, local artists are unconcerned. 
Many travel from state state leaving 
their mark. Each picks name known only 
himself and his “crew,” loosely orga- 
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nized group that paints together. The larg- 
crews Boston are ODEE, 5AV 
(which stands for Five Angry Vandals), 
and ALA, which stands for the African- 
American Latino Alliance. However, 
estimates there are well over 
other crews the city and many more 
beyond. 

The crews’ materials choice are cans 
Krylon-brand paint, felt markers, and 
shoe polish bottles with sponge daubers. 
Serious taggers replace the spray heads 
paint cans with caps from cans house- 
cleaning fluid. These “fat” caps mean 
thicker lines, fewer drips, and less paint 
required cover large area. Special fat 
caps can purchased New York 
through graffiti magazines that feature 
stories graffiti artists, places 
like Beat Nonstop Boston. 

Almost separate society, crew has 
specific tools, rules, and regulations, 
and some even have their own territo- 
ries. Members say they don’t tag 
churches, schools, cars, homes. 
However, abandoned buildings, busi- 
ness walls, freight cars, and train tun- 
nels are acceptable spots. 

“Writers respect each other,” says one. 
“You can put throw-up, which thin 
outline that you color in, over tag, which 
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when you sign your name. And, you can 
put piece over both,” explains. “But 
you never tag over piece. That’s wack.” 

Many artists say that graffiti squad 
waste city resources, and wonder why 
drug dealers are walking while graffiti 
artists are doing time. They compare 
painting playing sport: one team tries 
outdo another, and one gets hurt. 

Thus, say the artists, they will tag on, 
relishing the challenge outsmarting 
clean-up squads undercover investiga- 
tors. “Bring on,” says one young man 
from out state, who has tagged good 
portion the Northeast coastline. 
hurt anyone.” 

“Many these people are very talented, 
‘and, given the chance, they could 
something positive for the community,” 
says one Boston artist. “Instead, people 
call gang bangers and accuse shit 
that just isn’t true.” 

O’Loughlin laughs the thought that 
Boston’s graffiti artists, who, she says, are 
predominantly white, middle-class stu- 
dents, attempt portray themselves 
innocent artists. She also says naive 
for them believe their tags hide their 
identities. 

“It doesn’t take long identify who 
they are. think I’ve picked almost ev- 
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ery member ODEE and most ALA,” she says. “Years 
ago, kids would war with paint. They would try outdo 
each other. But today, there are groups who are warring. 
People are getting stabbed shot because the crews are 
becoming rivals.” 


Fear keeps criminals 
the streets 


For almost third the city’s population, fear 
criminal retaliation strong enough keep citizens 
from reporting violent crimes, according Boston Po- 
lice survey. 

The October study about 1000 people showed that 
the fear most acute among residents Mattapan, 
Dorchester, Roxbury, Mission Hill, and the Fenway ar- 
eas whose high crime rates keep both victims and witnesses 
silent. 

Worry about payback isn’t the only reason violent crime 
goes unreported; survey respondents also indicated they 
were hesitant get others trouble, and concerned that 
police and courts are unwilling unable protect 
victims. But it’s the worry that culprit will come after 
them that has the most people clamming up. 

“The perception criminal retaliation out whack 
with actual crime rates,” says Sergeant the 
Boston Police Crime Stoppers unit, which runs anony- 
mous-tipster phone line. “Still, the fear level great that 
must taken very seriously. The way see it, 3000 
criminals are keeping 75,000 people locked behind 
closed doors.” 

For the study, conducted between April May 
the police contacted 1337 citizens years and older, net- 
ting 1003 completed surveys. 

Hill says she was shocked how many people remain 
silent about being victims witnessing crime. She says 
their fear gives criminals more power than they deserve, 
which why the police department established its tipster 
line last September. (The line, which Hill helps staff, 
unrecorded outlet for citizens voice their concerns, leave 
leads cases, inform the police about criminal activity. 
The number (800) 494-TIPS.) 

Part the problem, says Hill, the way the media por- 
tray criminals above the law, whether news reports 
crimes with leads suspects, programs such Cops 
that often show criminals taking revenge victims offi- 
cers, movies such Marked for Death, the Steven 
Seagal film about former DEA agent who battles Ja- 
maican drug ring. “The forms retaliation that movie 
are enough cause justifiable fear anyone,” she says. 

Dr. Judith Reisman, president the Institute for Media 
Education, Virginia, says, “There coarsening our 
society that people are beginning fear their own 
neighbors. 


“People are constantly bombarded with images from the 
media,” she says, “that the nice guy next door the kids 
down the hall are horrific criminals who would just soon 
take your life for squealing look you.” 

However, the media are not the only culprits, say the ex- 
perts. Judicial reform the form truth-in-sentencing 
laws and prison expansion long overdue, according 
Liz Swasey, Director the CrimeStrike division the 
National Rifle Virginia. 

“Fear crime has become much more commonplace 
because the judicial system can’t take crime off the street 
there nowhere put the criminal,” says Swasey. pri- 
vate citizen may come forward testify against someone 
only find that person back the street months later. 
And this time, they have score settle.” 

Swasey says witness intimidation growing problem, 
more cases arise which witnesses their family 
members are attacked threatened. “We just had case 
Chicago where 15-year-old girl was murdered because 
her brother was witness crime,” she says. 

Sergeant Hill also places much the responsibility 
the failing judicial system. She says many criniinals have 
been the system for long time. “Why are these people 
back out the street quick?” she asks. “That ques- 
tion for the judicial system ponder. the meantime, 
can’t ensure safety from convicted criminals when they are 
back the street before you know it.”

These large tuition hikes 
are especially galling when 
one considers that universi- 
ties have achieved few 
the quality improvements 
technological break- 
throughs boasted by, 
say, manufacturing 
past two decades. 

Despite rumors 
the contrary, 
rates tuition 
increase have 
been fairly sim- 
ilar both 
public and pri- 
vate colleges. 

Tuitions rose 

220 percent 

private institu- 

tions between 

1980 and 1993, compared with 218 per- 
cent public ones. Nor has the pell-mell 
rise abated much the past 
two years. Tuitions private and public 
institutions have been increasing about 
six percent year, about double the 
inflation rate, according the College 
Board, the New York-based college-ad- 
missions and financial-aid association. 

Today, year’s tuition the average 
private school $12,432, and public in- 
stitutions are charging $2860 average. 
Throw room and board, and the total 
average cost the privates rises 
$17,631, compared with $6832 for pub- 
lic institutions. Ivy League schools such 
Harvard, Princeton, and Yale have led 
the trend, boosting their total charges 
nearly $30,000 year.

Little wonder, then, that terms 
like “total quality management” and “re- 
engineering,” long buzzwords corpo- 
rate America, are enjoying new cachet 
campuses across America.

Bonaventure University (in Olean, New

The surge tuition over the past 
years exactly coincides with sharp 
percent contraction the number 
18- and 19-year-olds the US, which 
has dramatically slowed the increase 
full-time college students. conse- 
quence, colleges had fewer students than

The ‘Chivas Regal effect’ 

It’s not surprising that, given the sup- 
pleness and creativity some academic 
minds, the college set has even developed 
self-serving economic theory explain 
why college costs and hence tuitions 
have historically outpaced inflation and 
family income. Some decades ago, 
Princeton economist William Baumol ar- 
gued that the prices personal services 
have inherent tendency 
rise faster than the prices 
manufactured goods be- 
cause the “productivity” 
personal services can’t 
boosted simply through the 
substitution capital for la- 
bor. That is, waiter can 
wait only many tables, 
academic dean can meet 
with only many advisees, 
and on. 

Baumol employed fine- 
arts metaphor that has be- 
come enshrined academic 
lore ever since. compared 
teachers the classroom 
research lab members 
string quartet. Just the 
performance string 
quartet always requires four 
musicians (three won’t do) 
who take certain amount time 
complete the prescribed piece music, 
one can’t expect wring much, any, 
additional-efficiency out colleges with- 
out adulterating the quality. The 
metaphor has become crutch justify 
the soaring personnel costs all manner 
deans, administrators, teaching assis- 
tants, food-service workers, janitors, and 
other campus workers who account for 
some percent the average college’s 
total cost structure. Artists, every last one 
them.

tuition arms race, according number 
academic authorities. the late 
two economists, William Bowen, then the 
school’s president, and Richard Spies, as- 
sociate provost and now financial vice- 
president, began some hard thinking 
about how their university could extricate 
itself from the serious financial squeeze 
then bedeviling it. 

After elaborate analysis, Bowen and 
Spies determined that Princeton and other 
top universities were seriously underpric- 
ing their product. valuable was Ivy 
League degree, they reasoned, that the 
schools could charge what they wanted 
with impunity. This was particularly the 
case given the growing recognition the 
widening differential lifetime earnings 
between graduates Top universities 
and other institutions. 

fact, top colleges benefited from what 
economist David Breneman, now dean 
the Curry School Education the Uni- 
versity Virginia, came call the 
“Chivas Regal effect.” The more the 
schools charged, the larger and better the 
applicant pool they were able attract, 
because applicants apparently felt that the 
price reflected quality. 

The resulting surge tuition revenues 
had yet one other felicitous effect 
Princeton and the other top private 
schools that hiked tuitions aggressively. 
gave them the wherewithal increase the 
diversity their student population us- 
ing some recycled tuition revenues aug- 
ment endowment income and gifts 
sources student aid short, Robin 
Hood redistribution scheme redress the 
growing concentration wealth the 
hands the upper crust. 

Soon colleges and universities across 
the country were emulating the Ivy League 
and raising the price their tuitions with 
abandon. they couldn’t market their

Nonetheless, some interesting conclu- 
sions can drawn from the figures. Mon- 
just poured into institutions the 
last decade so. Between 1985 and 1993 
(the last year for which the government 
has data), annual tuition and fees rose 
some percent real terms, $45.3 
billion; endowment income percent, 
$3.6 billion; and private gifts, grants, and 
contracts percent, $9.7 

The expenditure side the ledger 
even more interesting. Spending 
scholarships and fellowships went the 
most over the nine-year period, rising 
109 percent, after inflation, $10 bil- 
lion. Yet the hefty increase student aid 
ate only around percent the rise 
tuition and endowment revenues. And 
the remaining largesse went elsewhere. 
Professors got theirs, indicated the 
percent constant-dollar increase the 
category “instruction spending,” $50.3 
billion. The plethora administrative 
personnel also fed the trough. Their 
salaries and benefits show three 
broad categories (academic support, in- 
stitutional support, and student services), 
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$34.5 billion.

And this doesn’t even take into account 
all the perks, such free memberships 
recreation facilities, free heavily dis- 
counted college tuitions for children, 
housing allowances, frequent sabbaticals, 
and subsidized trips academic confer- 
ences all over the world. 

May 1993 survey UCLA’s Higher 
Education Research Institute gives some 
support those with jaundiced view 
professors’ productivity. The workload for 
the average professor four-year univer- 
sity includes fewer than eight hours week 
teaching, while community-college 
teachers are shouldering what was once the 
standard for most professors: 
hours per week. Even allowing time for lec- 
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Netscape Navigator the world leading Web browser. other administrative duties, professors have 
least two three days week free and 
plenty vacation time engage all the 
independent research moonlighting they 
want, according the survey. 

Conducting research and publishing 
the results have become what Martin An- 
derson calls the “coin the realm” for 
career advancement and the winning 
tenure. Yet much that research, partic- 
ularly the humanities, garbage, 
most accounts.

Eternal employment reinforces the 
no-deadline, make-work nature 
university life. been observed 
that academic infighting fierce 
because the stakes are low, that the 
hierarchical system stresses niches, not 
accomplishments. Outside the ivory 
tower, you’re judged what you do, 
not your winning more cas- 
es, billing more hours, selling more 
widgets. Inside, with tenure, the ab- 
sence further incentive threat 
dismissal encourages the invention 
busywork: committee meetings 
study changes everyone knows won’t 
come pass, wrangles over which de- 
partment went behind the dean’s back 
get its corridor carpeted, arguments 
about proposing course that (gasp!) 
invades rival’s turf. 

There’s bureaucracy aplenty pri- 
vate industry, but also some ultimate 
accounting trivia time. Any profit- 
making institution eventually has 
consider results. Has the same issue 
been chewed over five times the past 
decade? Did those study missions 
Timbuktu achieve anything? aca- 
demic life, there are few real deadlines. 
Matters can discussed for years 
without resolution. 

The university system underwrites 
host non-commercial but nonethe- 
valuable activities. English depart- 
ments, for example, subsidize some 
the best fiction and poetry giving 
their professors the leisure produce 
it.

Bye, tech 


reasoned Washington voice 
silenced the budget

t’s truism that the government 
shouldn’t pay for what can get for 
free. And nothing may freer 
Capitol Hill than advice. it’s 
hardly surprising that this fall, few 
shed tear when Congress decided save 
estimated $22 million year sending 
group its most trusted advisers pack- 
ing. But when the Office Technology 
Assessment (OTA) closes its doors for 
good next month, there are plenty who say 
that the taxpayers will worse off. 

Founded 1972, when the computer 
revolution was just beginning, and genet- 
engineering and Jupiter probes were 
still the realm science fiction, the 
OTA was bipartisan think tank whose 
job was give Congress straight an- 
swers scientific and technical ques- 
tions. Its focus was issues which Con- 
gressional committees were preparing 
decide policy. 

The OTA was one those behind-the- 
scenes agencies that not many people out- 
side the Beltway had heard of. With fewer 
than 200 employees, had greater im- 
pact than its small size and low profile 
might suggest. The OTA developed rep- 
utation among policy-makers for its thor- 
ough and unvarnished reports issues 
ranging from the use virtual reality 
combat simulation the environmental 
safety rotary-kiln incineration systems 
Superfund sites. 

the 1980s, OTA advice steered 
Congress away from wholehearted support 
the Reagan-era Strategic Defense Ini- 
tiative, otherwise known the Star Wars 
program. helped policy makers evaluate 
new technology for controlling air traffic, 
and propelled the national movement to- 
ward access for the disabled apprising 
Congress early about new assistive tech- 
nology. 

part because the OTA too small 
and obscure missed, was easy 
target for congressional budget-cutters. 
Anticipating the upcoming budget battle 
with the President, the Republican leader- 


ship last year started the cutting home. 
Their target: $200 million savings 
Congress’s own budget. And though other 
line items the legislative budget took 
significant hits the cuts that followed, 
the OTA was the only congressional agen- 
eliminated altogether. 

“There’s question the OTA has done 
some excellent work,” admits Melissa 
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wasn’t there yet. Congress cut the appro- 
priation half. 

succeeding years, the OTA has 
weighed virtually every area. where 
public policy intersects with science and 
technology. OTA reports are credited with 
saving taxpayers millions their health- 
care bills studying which medical treat- 
ments are cost-effective for inclusion un- 
der Medicare. the wake the Okla- 
homa City bombing, the OTA evaluated 
domestic terrorism and the technology 
needed defeat it. studied the threat 
posed nuclear proliferation the for- 
mer Soviet Union, helped steer the discus- 
sion how best deregulate the elec- 
tric-power industry, and looked the eco- 
nomics developing new pharmaceutical 
drugs. 

“Invariably some those reports would 
end criticizing companies that had 
vested interest the outcome the policy 
debate,” says consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader, offering second explanation for 
the agency’s abrupt demise. “Those com- 
panies would rush their friends the 
Hill and complain. 

“This the triumph right-wing ni- 
hilism,” says Nader, “declaring that even 
Congress doesn’t have the right know.” 

That may overstating it. Even among 
the friends Capitol Hill, few 
subscribe Nader’s view that impolitic 
truth-telling ultimately did the agency in. 
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GOOD WORKS: the Office Technology Assessment advised Congress 


nuclear proliferation, health care, and the Oklahoma City bombing. 


Sabatine, spokeswoman for House Sci- 
ence Committee Chairman Robert Walker, 
Republican from Pennsylvania. “Frankly, 
there are lot good things that govern- 
ment does wish could keep, but this 
very tough budget year.” 

Some Democrats argue the cut was 
penny-wise and pound-foolish. Over the 
years, they say, the OTA has more than 
paid for itself steering Congress away 
from expensive policy blunders. the late 


1970s, for example, when the energy crisis 


prompted lawmakers appropriate $125 
billion for the development new synthet- 
fuels, OTA report ultimately helped 
persuade them that they’d throwing 
away their money because the technology 
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Rather, they argue, the OTA was simply 
the wrong place the wrong time, and 


its behalf. 


Trophy for cost-cutters 

The cut was nothing personal, accord- 
ing staffers both sides the aisle. 
Rather, was convenient act political 
symbolism for the GOP leaders. “They 
needed skin that they could hang the 
wall show that Congress could cut 
entire agency,” says one Democratic 
staffer who worked save the OTA. 
“The OTA was the right size. they 


killed it.” 


Indeed, the fight over the OTA’s fate 
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was remarkable for its lack passion, 
both pro and con. When few House 
members, led Democrats Vic Fazio 
California and Amory Houghton New 
York, rallied last summer with plan 
restore the OTA less than half its origi- 
nal size, the measure eventually carried 
voice vote. Aside from the sponsors, 
not one the members argued for 
against the proposal the House floor. 
The salvage measure died the Senate 
when proved difficult for lawmakers 
agree line item cut order 
save the OTA. 

The agency’s critics seem have been 
about lukewarm its defenders. The 


only real charge leveled was that the agen- 


often took too long prepare its re- 
ports. The OTA generally took between 
and months complete study 
short standards, but lifetime 
Congress. In-depth analyses, apparent- 
ly, are limited value institution 
with two-year biological clock. 

Perhaps because the debate over the 
OTA’s fate never really heated up, the 
media took little note. Washington 
watchdog Charlie Peters noted recently 
the Washington Monthly, “Of the ma- 
jor newspapers, magazines, and televi- 
sion networks, only the New York Times 
and ABC News carried news stories that 
useful agency was going down the 
tubes.” Other major news organizations 
followed suit, but, Peters points out, the 
stories did not really examine the OTA’s 
accomplishments. 

remains seen how the OTA’s 
disappearance will affect Congress’s han- 
dling the many technology issues will 
address coming years. The agency has 
already weighed most the immedi- 
ate issues facing Congress ranging 
from telecommunications reform the ef- 
fects Medicaid cuts its absence 
may not felt for some time. 

Republicans say other advisory groups 
will able pick the slack. “Is go- 
ing missed? course. But 
others who will fill the gap,” says 
Tom Weimer, staff director for basic re- 
search for the House Science Committee. 

Increasingly, say Republicans, Congress 
will rely scientific advice from govern- 
ment agencies such the Congressional 
Research Service and the General Ac- 
counting Office, from government-char- 
tered think tanks like the National Acade- 
fessional associations. 

course, one need only consider the 
science tobacco policy realize that the 
last option leaves open plenty room for 
self-interested studies that may steer law- 
makers away from responsible action. 
That prospect has the OTA’s defenders 
worried. “The problem Washington 
isn’t the lack information general, it’s 
the lack good information,” says Wash- 
ington Monthly editor Peters. “There are 
many technical questions that need an- 
swers, Congress can’t afford lose the 
OTA.”

Karen Smyers may not have the raw 
strength Patriots linebacker Vincent 
Brown, the leaping ability Celtics 
guard Dee Brown, but the Ironman victory 
certainly gives her valid claim the title 
Boston’s best athlete. Slim, broad- 
shouldered, 5’7” and 130 pounds, she 
unmistakably built for competition.: But 
with her short brown hair and open, 
friendly demeanor, she’s someone you 
could run into the grocery store and 
have idea that you were standing next 
athlete her caliber. 

Despite the incredible endurance re- 
quired triathlete, Smyers describes her- 
self “laid-back” person who’s “kind 
lazy” when comes her training habits. 
Nevertheless, she won the Ironman only 
her third attempt, with final time just 
over nine hours and minutes. 

When she first entered the Ironman 
1993, she was the three-year reigning 
champion the so-called “Olympic dis- 
tance” triathlon, shorter race that com- 
bines 1500-meter swim, 40-kilometer 
bike ride, and 10-kilometer run. Despite 
her history success the shorter event, 
which she began competing 1984, 
she was reluctant for several years 
the distance. put off for long time

ust time for winter, Harvard 

Square finally has its own 

Vietnamese restaurant, serving 

vast noodle soups comfort 

and joy. fact, Long has 
quite full menu, and thus will have mar- 
velous Vietnamese salads for summer, barbe- 
cues and stir-fries for spring and fall. fills 
gap, although ironically located short 
block from the hallowed site New Eng- 
land’s first Vietnamese restaurant, the 
lamented Rendezvous. 

The. Rendezvous opened shortly after 
the fall Saigon, with lemongrass beef 
and tiny, super-crisp spring rolls worth 
fighting for. The owners eventually got 
lonesome and decamped 
larger Vietnamese-Ameri- 
can community. 

Since then, the boat people 
and changed resettlement 
policy have given New Eng- 
land dozens and dozens 
Vietnamese restaurants, but 
Long the first these 
Harvard Square, despite

Long has most the 
greatest hits this cuisine,

The braised course represented 
few hot pots, which was quite taken 
the combination ($7.50). This mostly 
fried tofu triangles, with decent admix- 
ture shrimp and pork strips and few 
straw mushrooms all very savory 
brown sauce with hints sour, salty, and 
spicy. 

Sautéed dishes combine various protein 
sources with various flavorings: vegetables, 
peanuts and spice, curry, lemongrass and 
chili, pickled mustard green. hit pork 
and chicken with lemongrass and chili 
($7.95) and found mildly spicy stir-fry 
with wisp citronella aroma. 

course, for many. us, Vietnamese 
food quick snack, and find none 


better than the rice-noodle platter ($5.95), 
which had with beef and spring roll. 
The beef this platter exquisite barbe- 
cued slices, served with zesty marinade 
lemongrass and garlic, plus topping 
chopped peanuts for extra crunch. Every 
Vietnamese meal seems contain some 
salad, eaten bites with other fla- 
vors, and this one mint and bean sprouts, 
ideal with beef. The spring roll small- 
caliber, extra-crispy job that takes back 
first bites real Vietnamese spring 
roll almost years ago. 

Vietnamese cuisine rich salads, and 
you can amaze your companions safely 
with the Vietnamese salad with jellyfish 
($5.95). The jellyfish turns out bland, 
crunchy strips you might mistake for fet- 
tucine, with shrimp, carrots, sweet pickles, 
and Asian basil dressing 
tasting mostly like sesame.

The production, adaptation featuring 
songs and dialogue written D.W. Ferranti 
and music Bim Skala Bim’s Jim Jones, 
takes over the Lansdowne Street Playhouse 
next weekend and the weekend before 
Christmas. premiered two years ago 
upstairs the Middle East, then played 
sold-out crowds last year the club’s larger 
downstairs room. That was back when there 
was quite bit more competition. 

“The first year did called X-Mass 
Carol that the newspaper listings for 
wouldn’t just get lumped with the dozens 
other Christmas Carol productions,” 
admits Ferranti, who’s also directing and per- 
forming Ebenezer Scrooge this year’s 
cast.

Director Ang Lee’s Sense and Sensibili- 
isn’t the Great Movie Adaptation the 
most rigid Jane Austen fans have been 
for which what’s good 
about it. Lee and screenwriter Emma 
Thompson pull away from Austen just 
few crucial places. Sense and Sensibility 
charming book, but also maddening 
one. The heroines, sisters Elinor and 
Marianne, are beautifully balanced 
chiaroscuro temperaments: Marianne, 
romantic and flighty, but with steadfast 
heart; Elinor, intelligent and reserved and 
far more sensitive than she ever lets on. 
frustrating about the book that 
Austen underscores Elinor’s sterling 


character providing her with painful- 
dull (if undeniably kind and true) love 
interest. Lee and Thompson know Elinor 
deserves better than the dullard Austen 
wrote and they give her. 

Lee and Thompson get the charac- 
ters right, it’s the movie’s pacing that suf- 
fers. Thompson has pruned the story 
carefully, but you wonder whether she 
couldn’t have sliced another half-hour 
out it. Sometimes the movie clings too 
tenaciously Aus- 
ten’s gentility and 
subtle elegance, then 
tries jerk you 
awake with bursts 
action, like jumble 
pet dogs barking 
and bounding toward 
the camera. ap-

“We found 
this girl [from Returning Home] and she 
described how she remembered tak- 
ing this picture. she remembered that 
day, she cried.” 

Larry Towell’s work also documents 


events Salvador and Nicaragua, 
addition few pictures from the Gaza 
Strip.

But what makes commedia in- 
teresting some sort point loosely 
defined plot common theme tie 
mixed bag shenanigans together.

cigarettes, sweeps the cigarettes, talks 
through kazoo, eats lots white napkins 
and spits colored ones, even uses au- 
dience member toilet-paper dispenser. 
seems have particularly good time 
with stack few hundred paper cups 
arranges them into pillar, thus ren- 
dering the sensuously swaying stack bev- 
erage containers his dance partner. then 
proceeds put about half the stack cups 
down his pants and dazzles making 
wiggle around. So, that stack Dixie 
cups your pants are you just glad 
see us? 

Avner’s zaniness could quality slap- 
stick the vein the Buster Keaton the 
Three Stooges were willing exag- 
gerate his movements more pointedly. It’s 
shame that doesn’t, because there’s 
anything Avner can reasonably well, it’s 
use his body skill learned, doubt, 
through his study movement and mime 
with Jaques Paris. His limb con- 
tortions are moderately interesting; more 
impressive his Face Steel bal- 
ances everything from rose stepladder 
his chin and nose, which accounts for 
most the enticing moments this show. 
Ten minutes such tricks would 
make for street performance but two 
hours?

the word “catamite” from reading Davies, 
but his account traveling carnival 
the third Deptford novel, World Won- 
ders, gave the chance use po- 
lite company.) 

latecomer fiction, Davies had fall- 
love first with the theater. tried 
his hand stage manager and actor and 
was prolific (if not terribly successful) 
playwright. earned his keep the 
editor and publisher the family-owned 
Peterborough Examiner. When settled 
1960, his field was the 
unfashionable one 19th-century En- 
glish melodrama, and his enthusiasm for 
the gaudy, lowbrow tradition the pop- 
ular theater infects his novels deliciously. 

Although the erudition display 
even his lighter works makes easy 
think Robertson Davies rather 
donnish novelist, peculiarly imagina- 
tive professor, the academy was curious 
choice for him. His passion for cultural 
excavation was un- 
restrained the 
curatorial, analyti- 
cal bent modern 
scholarship. The 
past very 
much alive his 
work (he loved 
ghost stories and 
authored collec- 
tion, 1982’s High 
Spirits), and 
had abiding 
contempt for blind 
faith empiri- 
cism. The “ratio- 
nalist rickets” was 
his cutesy label for 
the great malaise 
modern times, 
whose symptom 
the inclination 
dissect, pin down, 
explain and 
doing, set 
limits what’s al- 
lowed truth. 

His antidote was 
write novels suf- 
fused with some- 
thing awfully close 
magic. the 
Deptford trilogy, 


written the and the Cornish trilo- 
gy, written the the books’ rangy 
plots unfold almost like fables, one thing 
leading inevitable next, until you re- 
alize partway through that the whole 
forms vast braid marvelous intricacy, 
and that world has been created much 
more tightly determined than the one 
believe inhabit. thrown stone pre- 
cipitates birth the beginning Fifth 
Business (1970) and death the end; 
the tale Arthur, Lancelot, and Guine- 
vere not only the plot the opera pro- 
duced The Lyre Orpheus (1988) but 
also reflected the lives both its 
producer and the man whose estate funds 
the project. 

Contrived? Perhaps. Good art, the 
Davies schema, always kind arti- 
fice but never pure confection. The se- 
cret that found old melodrama 
and the work Carl Jung that 
art begins the warm (and often smelly) 
earth culture’s myths, and that even 
the most fantastic fables can ensnare 
their roots lie sufficiently deep the col- 
lective unconscious. 

Indeed, you wonder after reading 
Davies novel: yes, isn’t life more fraught 
and resonant than give credit for? 
Davies dedicated himself maintaining 
the density the weave: his novels tend 
draw from his own background (child- 
hood small Canadian town; exposure 
England, Oxford; dollops theater 
and journalism and academe). Even his 
alter ego, the crotchety feuilletonist 
Samuel Marchbanks, had name plucked 
off the Davies family tree: “Samuel” from 
great-grandfather; “Marchbanks” the 
maiden name great-grandmother. 

It’s not hard see the man’s great 
white beard and four-button jackets 
tokens mind not little odds with 
the 20th century. But what troubled 
Robertson Davies about the time 
which found himself wasn’t modern 
manners, the sexual revolution. was 
the inclination 20th Century Man 
think himself thing apart, creature 
unprecedented un- 
tethered the past. His novels work

Washington, demanding that the gov- 
ernment end treaty violations dating back 
the repressive Dawes Act 1887. 
Snubbed federal bureaucrats, Means 
and AIM stormed the Bureau Indian Af- 
fairs (BIA) headquarters and confiscated 
hundreds files documenting unautho- 
rized land repossession from sovereign In- 
dian nations. 1973, disgusted BIA- 
backed tribal leader Dick Wilson’s crimes 
against his own Lakota people, Means or- 
ganized AIM’s 72-day takeover Wound- 
Knee, the Pine Ridge Reservation 
South Dakota. this site the 1890s 
massacre Indians cavalry, AIM 
staved off heavily armed phalanx 
marshals and FBI sharpshooters, demand- 
ing the return the lands the Lakota

per the 1868 Laramie treaty. 

The stand Wounded Knee one 
many ordeals Means records his new 
autobiography. With candor and humility 
(and ghost writer Marvin 
Wolf), details the trials endured 
his fight against government “lies and 
deceit” aimed the ongoing “cultural 
genocide” his people. stranger 
combat, Means has been shot three times 
while defending his ideals; he’s been 
bombed, sniped at, tear-gassed, harassed 
and brutally beaten police. the wake 
Wounded Knee, was indicted nu- 
merous counts, and served prison time 
for shooting that occurred (as numerous 
witnesses attest) when was unarmed, 
and nowhere sight. 

Intermittently supported the media, 
avidly sought the university lecture cir- 
cuit, and underwritten posse celebs 
including Marlon Brando, Bonnie Raitt, 
and Larry Flynt, Means has been hounded 
infighting among leaders and re- 
jected those worked defend. After 
profound “spiritual awakening” the 
early and defiance court or- 
ders subsequent land disputes with the 
Parks Service founded the Yel- 
low Thunder Colony, back-to-basics res- 
idential camp espousing such Native 
American traditions the inipi (purifica- 
tion lodge), the sundance (outlawed since 
the 1890s), and worship the Wakan 
Tanka, “Great Mystery, who created 
everything and put here live our 
Grandmother, the earth.” 

Even skimmers this book will notice 


that Means the demi-god has feet clay. 
It’s not his often turgid prose style but his 
perplexing contradictions character that 
make this weighty tome interesting 
read. He’s enormously savvy about short- 
term tactics for manipulating the media, 
outwitting police, grandstanding the 
courtroom, and waging both non-violent 
protest and armed struggle but then 
he’s surprisingly naive about long-term 
strategy. Although embraced the civil- 
rights and anti-war movements not 
mention the yippies, feminists, and other 
“cultural revolutionaries” who created 
political context for AIM’s early-’70s radi- 
calism later dismissed the left 
“eurocentric, white-dominated and lin- 
ar.” It’s difficult see how the funda- 
mentally conservative Libertarian Party 
(on whose ticket ran abortive presi- 
dential-primary campaign the mid-’80s) 
could have been more appealing. Advocat- 
ing “free-market economy” and limited 
government, cozied the right-

now he’s looking for harmony. 


wing senators who had previously been his 
staunchest adversaries. 

Means has also been naive political can- 
non fodder for the CIA (consider his ill- 
starred jaunt Nicaragua during the Rea- 
gan where was led the heart 
guerrilla war zone and mysteriously 
abandoned his “escort” fire- 
fight) and the Moonies, who made him 
their poster boy proselytize Native 
Americans. And though, with the help 
leading defense attorneys like William 
Kunstler,. he’s become skilled extricating 
legal scrapes, doesn’t 
seem recognize that some these sna- 
fus derived less from his political role than 
from drunken barroom brawls. 

Even more disturbing, Means reveals 
himself diehard sexist. Lauding the wis- 
dom female elders who joined AIM 
Wounded Knee (strong women who, un- 
like their male colleagues, had always 
stood the BIA), he’s grateful that 
“taking the glory was not their agenda. 
Understanding the male-female bal- 
ance, they felt need anoint- 
publicly with leadership.” ac- 
knowledges that his substance abuse 
and despair wrecked three mar- 
riages and nearly toppled fourth; 
somehow forgets that while he’s 
been following whatever spirit 
moved him, it’s been the women 
held down jobs, provided for 
his children, and kept home for 
him return whenever 
pleased. 

Where White Men Fear Tread 
nonetheless commands respect 
record Means’s unswerving de- 
votion his people. AIM’s efforts 
exposed the corruption that 
plagued reservations, the gross neg- 
ligence BIA hospitals, and the 
forced relocation Indian children 
BIA boarding schools (where 
thousands had been beaten, mal- 
nourished, molested, and even 
murdered, since 1879). Even 
though the Means has re- 
treated from politics, continues 
“embrace the ideals his ances- 
tors,” showing the white man “how 
find peace mind living 
harmony with the universe.”

Gunther Schuller’s Mahler, 


Seiji Ozawa’s Stravinsky

friend the artist Ralph 
Hamilton tells en- 
dearingly funny anec- 
dote about Gunther 
Schuller. Years ago, 
during performance Richard Strauss’s 
Ein Heldenleben was conducting Jor- 
dan Hall with the New England Conserva- 
tory Orchestra, word 
Nazi bomb scare started spreading 
through the audience. Members the or- 
chestra began stop playing, and when 
Schuller himself finally turned around 
see the mass exodus, did what must 
have been the best “Jack Benny” double- 
take ever performed public conser- 
vatory president, Guggenheim fellow, and 
future member the American Academy 
Arts and Letters, MacArthur Grant re- 
cipient, and Pulitzer Prize winner. 
haven’t heard many other amusing stories 
about Schuller, who has been the moral 
center many controversies, usually 
taking the outspoken high ground ques- 
tions musical quality, standards, and 
taste. The NEC which presided over 
from 1967 1977 just celebrated his 
70th birthday three-day tribute orga- 
nized composer John Heiss. 

For me, the most memorable 
Schuller’s many distinguished concerts 
was Mahler Third Symphony led with 
the NEC Orchestra years ago. I’ve al- 
ways wished he’d more Mahler. And 
the climax this Schuller-fest was long 
program which conducted his own 
Second Piano Concerto, with Veronica 
Jochum, for whom composed it, and 
Mahler’s Ninth Symphony. 

Schuller’s Ninth was quite different 
story from Bernard Haitink’s recent ver- 
sion with the BSO. was like 
broad colorfield canvas, endless shades 
the same muted hues, flat and all surface, 
Schuller’s was like Kandinsky, shapely, 
but achieving its elegance through the live- 
and dramatic juxtaposition lines, an- 
gles, facets, and vibrant color. 
Haitink rarely conveys the impres- 
sion that thinks beyond beneath the 
notes themselves. Schuller also thinks 
about notes. apparently spent some 
“correcting” Mahler’s orches- 
tral parts. despite some distressingly 
sloppy playing from student orchestra 
that has often its constantly changing 
history been regarded the most phe- 
nomenal ensemble Boston, harmonies 
and textures still sounded clean and un- 
varnished newly refurbished Jordan Hall 
now looks. fact, though the new acous- 
tical ambiance the hall—bright, clean, 
dry was cruel exposing problems 
technique, intonation, and unity attack, 
also let you hear clearly some the rich 
and strange things Schuller was to. 

The opening the sound or- 
chestra tuning believe this was inten- 
tional). And throughout this great first- 
movement Andante comodo, Schuller em- 
phasized the “comodo” (comfortable? 
comforting?) aspect the tempo marking 
with buoyant pacing, lilting dynamic turns, 
and clear balances playing rather 
then “blending” Mahler’s striking con- 
trasts (flute, horn, and cellos, for example, 
bassoon and piccolo the second 
movement), highlighting rather than blur- 
ring Mahler’s fascinating details, perhaps 
especially through thinning out the 
strings. 

Schuller’s surprise the satirical sec- 
ond movement (“In the tempo com- 
fortable Landler. Somewhat clumsy and 
very coarse.”) was that there were two 
rambunctious dances instead just one 


(the second dance, waltz, usually 
Ringstrasse glitz, something Viennese 
ballroom, not some hillside beergarden). 
both the second movement and the 
third (Rondo-Burleske, with its parodies 
academic counterpoint), Schuller called 
for deliberate and uninhibited crudeness 
(biting staccatos, rough violins over hilari- 
ously elephantine horn trills), sense 
digging that was very different from the 
way Haitink smoothed over 
thigh-slapping, nose-thumbing (especially 
the academic establishment), often 
nasty jokes. 

Most conductors slow down

Schuller’s Piano Concerto (1981) 
blast from the past energetic, highly 
charged, personal response to, say, the 
most colorful and jazziest elements the 
two Ravel concertos (Schuller one the 
world’s jazz experts), combined with 
songful, Rachmaninov-like lyricism.

The orchestra was its 
best, and Jochum had full-hearted ener- 
gy, verve, and style.

what Dawn Upshaw’s Anne and Philip Langridge’s Rake were singing. 


tion this parodic Rondo movement 
foreshadow the heart-wrenching farewells 
the Adagio finale. Schuller took 
Mahler’s “somewhat held back” marking 
almost the same brisk tempo the sur- 
rounding parts. sounded odd. But also 
prepared for the remarkably sweet and 
life-affirming, almost Brahmsian ‘Adagio 
taken much faster clip and with 
attention more Mahler’s shifts 
tempo than customary, and hardly the 
traditional view this symphony 
farewell life. 

For all its flaws (let exempt the 
sweet-toned concertmaster and first 
oboist), the orchestra was also learning 
some valuable lessons. This music that 
more important than anyone playing it. 
The playing was certainly step above 
what heard the appalling Jordan Hall 
re-opening night. its cohesion spirit 
and musical purpose, this was powerful 
and vivid performance, one enjoy 
thinking about for years come. 


After intermission, Dr. Walter Ger- 
hardt, the German Consul General, 
awarded Schuller the Grand Cross the 
Order Merit from the president Ger- 
many. Another plume Schuller’s very 
feathery cap. 


The BSO’s major undertaking the 


season was staged version Stravin- 
sky’s major opera, The Rake’s Progress 
with W.H. Auden and Chester Kallman’s 
witty and poignant libretto based 
William Hogarth’s famous series paint- 
ings about the dissipation and destruction 
young Tom Rakewell, 18th-century 
Englishman who has his priorities wrong 
and sells his soul the Devil (one Nick 
Shadow) for sex the fast lane and 
easy shilling rather than devote himself 
true love (in the person Anne Trulove) 
and hard work. The Rake tells moral sto- 
but also has fun with its dips and 
plunges into immorality (it owes lot 
Weill and Brecht’s Threepenny Opera 


this, both teams owe big debt John 
Gay’s The Opera). 

It’s also Stravinsky’s most Mozartian 
score {an important theme introduced 
the horn comes directly from Mozart 
horn concerto). some ways was 
wonderful have the orchestra stage 
rather than opera-house pit, and the 
BSO was its best. Tim Morrison’s gor- 
geous slow trumpet solo brought tears 
the eyes. Elizabeth Ostling (flute), William 
Hudgins (clarinet), Richard Svoboda (bas- 
soon), and, the aforementioned horn 
solo, Charles Kavalovsky, back the very 
top his form, were unforgettable. Mark 
Kroll’s harpsichord always had the drollest 
responses the recitative. The strings 
were refined without being emasculated, 
though Seiji Ozawa might have asked for 
more edge, more ice. Oddly for Oza- 
wa’s Stravinsky, the slower passages re- 
tained their tension while some the 
faster sections could have been even zippi- 
fizzier. most serious reservation 
concerns the overall sense pace. 

Tenor Philip Langridge was agile- 
voiced and agile-bodied Rakewell, thor- 
oughly convincing and finally figure 
great pathos. Dawn Upshaw glistened, 
dewy-fresh Anne, demure yet determined 
though wish she hadn’t pulled back 
her climactic high the end her great 
rescue aria note she nails her record- 
ing). Veteran bass Paul Plishka made 
menacing yet gentlemanly and unusually 
full-voiced Nick Shadow. Steven Cole, 
tenor who can leap and cartwheels 
sings, astounded the appropriately named 
auctioneer, Sellem. And warm-voiced mez- 
Jane Henschel was cuddlier-than-usual 
Baba the Turk. Stravinsky’s two act breaks 
were reduced single intermission after 
the public revelation that Rakewell’s new 
wife bearded lady, but the dim lighting 
made her beard almost invisible. 

There were excellent performances too 
from Joan Khara (the brothel owner, Moth- 
Goose), Kevin Short (Anne’s father), 
and Boston’s own Robert Honeysucker 
particularly sympathetic madhouse keeper. 
The Tanglewood Festival Chorus was won- 
derful various rakes, roarers, prostitutes, 
and other Londoners (though why were 
many them wearing nightgowns 
auction?). Acrobatic/gymnastic dancers 
Andrew Pachco and Mam Smith sweep- 
ing open curtains, pushing scenery carts, 
swinging swing added delightfully 
theatrical flair the commedia dell’arte 
framework. This was probably stage direc- 
tor David best work for the BSO. 

Too bad was hard make out 
most the words, because this libretto 
has much literature plot. Operatic 
English isn’t easy sing, and neither 
Stravinsky nor his librettists went out 
their way make easier. least 
opera-house pit orchestra doesn’t di- 
rectly block the voices. Symphony 
with singers and players both stage (the 
singers higher platform), the words 
didn’t stand chance. The program book 
included detailed plot summary but 
Above the stage, angled projec- 
tion screen had some colorful amoebas 
where supertitles might have been more 
useful. Langridge, Henschel, Cole, and 
Honeysucker had exceptionally clear dic- 
tion that slipped through the orchestral 
cloud.

gesture and big uplift during 
their official last encore, which 
they played T.T. the Bear’s 
Place packed house last week- 
end. The last original tune Cliffs 
did was “Carol,” from their largely 
overlooked second album, Under- 
tow (Critique, 1992). The song 
coaxes depressed friend/lover 
out the house for some friendly 
reassurance, and singer Eric Sean 
psychodrama. During the quiet 
midsection motioned the audi-. 
ence sit down the club floor 
while said his goodbyes and 
talked about new beginnings. 
Gradually the music rose power 
and volume, with guitarist Martin 
Crotty piling the powerchords 
he’s become particularly good 
lately, and Murphy hovering mes- 
sianically over the crowd.

“Royale” does introduce new sound 
though not quite BTO, but definitely 
the fuzz-guitar, rock-animal side 
things.

“Well, we’re still nice guys,” 
Crotty said when the tape over. 
“This just something that’s been 
developing for while with us, 
more in-your-face kind thing.

It’s lately been open question 
where Cliffs Dooneen fit the 
local scene. Their story was fa- 
miliar one: signed major label, 
stirred minor national buzz, 
released single (“Through 
Open Window”) that got some 
MTV play.

That’s why the second was 
dark and cynical,” Crotty says.) Parted

“Window” was charting) and went back 
the clubs with their tails between their legs 
though they rejuvenated somewhat 
play acoustic sets local 
Irish pubs.

anything sums the state 
commercial rock radio Boston 
right now, would have the 
guerrilla tactics WFNX em- 
ployees outside the Middle East 
last week giving away Garbage T-shirts 
with the station’s logo them, even 
Garbage were inside the club headlining 
WBCN’s “X-Mas Rave” event that 
bore, shall say, passing resemblance 
the multi-club Christmas gig that 
threw this time last year. Ever 
since WBCN made its much-publicized 
switch alternative-rock (transla- 
tion: current rock major labels) for- 
mat move that coincided roughly 
with the third anniversary Nevermind’s 
release Boston-has had two stations 
vying for the same territory. Even 
mediocre band like Garbage now get 
competed over mark cutting-edge 
integrity. 

these relatively impartial ears, the 
fact that Boston has two stations playing 
decent mix current music, and trying 
beat each other bringing new bands 
town, nothing complain about. 
But what gave the night its true mark 
indie integrity was Sebadoh leader Lou 
Barlow, who offered the most eventful 
and enjoyable set all that saw. Playing 
with ad-hoc combo billed Deluxx 
Folk Implosion (related his thrown-to- 
gether band the Kids soundtrack), 
Barlow delivered set heavy interest- 
ing song ideas, chaotic spirit, and lack 
evident rehearsal.

SWANK ALBUM. This week’s award for 
most creative packaging has 
Swank, the hard-rockin’ ex-Malachite 
trio, lately embraced the visual 
trappings Cocktail Nation. Along with 
retro-hip cover painting and cover en- 
dorsement from less cult figure than 
Esquivel, the band’s full-length debut, 
The Swill All (Curve the Earth), 
has actual swizzle stick embedded 
the clear plastic spine the jewel box.

MAKING POINTS 


The Cocteau Twins have always had 
knack for whipping perfect post-al- 
bum desserts, four- and five-song EPs 
that distill the heavenly essences the 
trio’s dream pop. single, like last 
year’s “Evangeline,” rarely enough 
bring out the sub- 
tle and exotic flavors 
that Elizabeth Fras- 
er, Robin Guthrie, 
and Simon Ray- 
monde favor their 
state-of-the-art 
home studio. And 
the album Four Cal- 
endar Café (Capitol) 
was, retrospect, 
bit like trying 
make meal out 
dark-chocolate 
mousse topping 
with raspberry syrup 
and créme fraiche 
too rich and not 
ing enough. But 
drawn between sin- 
gles acts and bands 
who are best digest- 
album-length 
doses, then the 
Cocteau Twins come 
down right the 
middle, perhaps 
the pop world’s only 
certainly the only 
major group that’s 
warranted box set 
EPs, which 4AD 
released 1991. 
Twinlights and 
Otherness (both 
Capitol), back-to- 
back EPs that have 
arrived just time 
hold Cocteau 
Twins fans eu- 
phoric dream state 
until Capitol releas- 


climaxes with her repeating “oota- 
manafana” six times rapid succes- 
sion. But the Cocteaus have never 
pretended anything more than 
mood mercharits. They rely tex- 
ture rather then text make their 
artful point, approach that comes 
through perfectly Twinlights. 
Otherness features new versions 


pop appeal. the late Carla 
Bley, who has kindred fondness for 
musical shenanigans and Mix-Mas- 
ter approach genres, tapped him 
for the piano chair her line-up, 
with which toured and recorded.

TERRY ADAMS: 
KNOWN SUBVERSIVE 


NRBQ’s keyboardist and on-stage 
loose cannon, Terry Adams has 
spent the better part years 
thumbing his nose the usual musi- 
cal categories.

thenticity. Members NRBQ, drum- 
mer Bobby Previte, and bassist Greg 
Cohen get the jazz elements rock 
and prevent the music from becom- 
ing too starchy. And move calcu- 
lated send shivers dread down 
the spines jazz purists, Adams in- 
cludes Lovin’ Spoonful’s John Sebas- 
tian (of Welcome Back, Kotter 
themesong infamy) rhythm guitar 
“These Blues.” 

The rollicking blues “Out the Win- 
do,” NRBQ tune named for the 
late saxophonist and occasional 
NRBQ guest Gary Windo, ties the 
rock and jazz elements together 
one infectiously grooving track. 
Drummer Tom Ardolino and the 
Spampinato brothers bass and 
guitar lay down rocking beat that 
goads alto-saxophonist Marshall Allen 
into the acerbic shrieks and speech- 
like warblings that made him Sun 
standout for decades. “Say When” 
also straddles many worlds without 
strain, with arrangement that lay- 
ers angular, Eric line 
over swaying Sun Ra-style riff and 
Adams solo with plenty rhythm- 


punch. lovely bal- 


lad “Yes, Yes, Yes” (another NRBQ 
cover) features him his most un- 
predictable, scatters sprays 
notes, manhandles big blocky chords, 
and leaves stumbling lines hanging 
mid air. Trombonist Roswell Rudd 
aids and abets two tracks, includ- 
ing “Hilda,” which puts across 
even simple ideas with utter convic- 
tion and great good humor. 
Conviction and humor have always 
been Adams’s stock-in-trade. 
Terrible, his “Who cares about labels, 
let’s have fun” attitude opens 
cracks outmoded categories wide 
enough let some delightfully fresh 
music break through.

Dylan isn’t anywhere near fin- 
ished you listen World Gone 
Wrong Good Been You, the 
brilliant MTV Unplugged, you hear how 
after years still isn’t close working 
out formula for describing human emo- 
tion. think that’s part why many 
love him much, still. The Orpheum 
show left feeling unsettled and little 
depressed sounded fine; why 
down into the subway and heard Mary 
Lou Lord busking the platform. 
Sounding sterling and true, always, 
Lord reminded that even today 
maybe especially today, when Lord 
rare exception among legions droopy 
“folk” singers who’ve completely missed 
Dylan even after they’ve canonized him 
Dylan point work forward from, not 
just faint dot light the past.

Unfortunately, they must also 
deal with lack communication between 
generations activists the lesbian-and- 
gay community. 

Initially, the lesbian-and-gay movement 
was inspired the activism its time: not 
only the feminism, but the black civil-rights 
movement and the anti-war movement. 
Meetings involved networking, reaching 
consensus, and initiating new members be- 
fore activists could come close holding 
real clout. Gay liberation was, anything, 
more intense than other movements.

“The community was very small, and ev- 
eryone knew everyone else back then,” says 
Jacob Smith Yang, former staffer Gay 
and Lesbian Advocates and Defenders who 
now works the Boston AIDS Consor- 
tium.

And where can young gay and 
lesbian activists today “cut their 
teeth”? 

“Provocative organizations, 
like ACT Queer Nation, 
tend short-lived,” says 
Don Gorton, former co-chair 
the Lesbian/Gay Political Al- 
liance Massachusetts. 
“Queer Nation started 1990, 
and 1992 fell off the face 
the earth.” 

“AIDS politicized whole 
generation men,” agrees 
Mary Breslauer, recently elect- 
co-chair the Human 
Rights Campaign, the nation’s 
largest gay-and-lesbian political 
organization. “But it’s difficult 
maintain rage endlessly.”

Yelling, however, was favorite activity 
groups such Queer Nation. “It was most- 
about visibility, says Fagan, “and first 
had tremendous energy. felt liberat- 
ing.”

think the Lesbian Avengers are refresh- 
ingly running against the tide,” says Gorton. 
“It’s time increasing conservatism for 
the rest the gay-and-lesbian movement 
but that might also the difference be- 
tween men and women. There’s more 
connection for women with left agenda.” 

The Avengers, too, experienced age 
split. “When first started, there were 
women their late 20s and 30s and 40s, 
but there was breakup,” explains Sarah 
Shreeves, Avenger until recently. “Now 
it’s really young mostly women their 
late teens and early 20s.” 25, Shreeves 
says, felt the difference.” 

Though some young Avengers say they 
don’t know why older women come 
meetings anymore, one former Avenger 
thinks the difference the “unsophisticated 
politics” the group. “No one knew how

run decent meeting why was im- 
portant,” she says. “They rejected lot 
what they didn’t know, and they had in- 
credibly simplistic ideas about feminist or- 
ganizing: overprocessing was bad, consen- 
sus was bad, talking about group dynamics 
was bad and boring. People would resent 
someone brought class race.” Pretty 
soon, according the former Avenger, the 
agenda would become “stale, ridiculous 
really simplistic.” 

Shreeves says that so-called visibility 
actions, the pranks that the Avengers use 
make their points publicly, have merit, 
but that her recent experience organizing 
Boston’s Dyke March alternative 
the traditional Gay Pride March was 
more satisfying. “It went beyond making 
noise. There was broad range people 
with different backgrounds and ages, and 
was fantastic draw all those differ- 
ent experiences.” 


don’t think direct action itself dead,” 
says Saks, noting the recent success the 
Reproductive Rights Network and the Abor- 
tion Access Project, groups that recently 

picketed Boston Re- 
gional Medical Cen- 
ter when refused 
allow its doctors 
perform abortions. 
Within week, the 
Seventh Day Adven- 
tist-based Langwood 
Foundation, which 
operates the hospital, 
had reversed its poli- 
cy. Generally, 
though, many direct- 
action groups are 
torn apart similar 
issues: how edu- 
cate the next genera- 
tion activists, who 
may may not want 
assume the man- 
tle. feel shocked, 
when interact with 
college-age kids, 
how little 
know,” says Smith 
Yang. “They aren’t 
cognizant what’s 
current, much less 
the recent past.” 

Nineteen-year-old 
Pejman Razavilar, 
co-chair Harvard’s Gay and Lesbian Stu- 
dent Union, trying synthesize the two 
traditions. “There are differences between 
queers that have with all sorts other 
things than age,” points out. addition 
producing gay and lesbian cultural events, 
the group, which includes separate wom- 
en’s section called Girl Spot, has organized 
die-ins and other ACT influenced ac- 
tions. 

Abe Rybeck, director the Theater Offen- 
sive, which sponsors the Teen Theater Pro- 
ject, sees new generation less obsessed with 
identity politics. “They interested 
naming who they are were,” says. 
“Their impulse instead de-moor them- 
selves. think lot what younger folks 
are talking about is: build move- 
ment around how ourselves rather than 
how can name 

Many twentysomethings are let 
strong gender identity, instead 
claiming blurred gender boundaries. This 


can confuse older activists, who had fought 
hard gain recognition gays and les- 
bians distinct identities, with particular 
concerns and fighting narrowly targeted 
forms oppression. Marsie Silvestro, the 
current chair Lesbian and Gay Alliance, 
decided Boston Area Gay and 
Lesbian Youth meeting talk younger 
people about activism. was the old fart, 
she says, laughing. “They started talking 
about transgendered lesbians, and 
was like, that? That sounds like 
man me.’ But the dialogue really im- 
portant. gives you fresh perspective.” 

“The difference is: they were gays and 
lesbians, and we’re queer,” says 
Razavilar. When pressed, isn’t sure what 
that difference means, but says has some- 
thing with “how you present yourself.” 
Razavilar says that the younger generation 
queers more inclusive bisexuality and 
transgenderism, more open diversity. But 
Smith Yang says that even though the 
movement whole tacks “bisexual and 
transgendered” pro forma these days, under 
the surface “really ugly personal prejudices” 
against transgendered people remain. 

Rybeck points out that any social dissent, 
much less identity politics, difficult the 
“Whenever there’s whimper 
protest, it’s pounced and marketed back 
you. movement can’t exist week 
without label. Society large infinitely 
more co-optation than when was 
coming age.” 

Similarly, Saks concerned about the 
recent state intervention with gay and les- 
bian youth. worry about the supposedly 
benevolent forces involved lot gay- 
and-lesbian youth activism,” says Saks, re- 
calling gay-youth march held Boston 
this spring, organized large part mem- 
bers the Governor’s Commission Gay 
and Lesbian Youth. worried about the 
gay-and-lesbian youth pride separate 
pride though they need separated 
from the rest us.” 

Rybeck advises that budding activists 
what did when was young and look- 
ing join the gay community. just 
pulled out the phone book and joined 
says, recalling the days the 
when feminism still heavily influenced 
the gay-right movement. “These days, there 
are many more names the phone book.” 
But establishing connections with older ac- 
tivists can more complicated. Where are 
all the old-timers, anyway? 

“It doesn’t take long become elder 
this community,” says Rybeck. Many key 
figures the electoral political community 
are their late 30s and 40s, but, increas- 
ingly, that world dominated activists 
their early 30s the very generation that 
came age with ACT and similar or- 
ganizations. But where have the forty- and 
fifty- and sixtysomethings gone? 

complicated,” says Loie Hayes, who 
part the South End Press collective and who 
became active the “There are radical 
80-year-olds who will civil disobedience 
whenever they think it’s important, but 
course they are fewer than people their 20s.” 

The age range the gay-activist commu- 
nity shortened because generation 
that did not come out, says Breslauer. “The 
generation before mine was very closeted 
one. None them ever conceived 
see time when you could out you 
can now.” That leaves Breslauer, 45, 
calling herself “an old gray lady.” 
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Thurston Smith, his 
50s, special assistant 
the gay-and-lesbian com- 
munity Harvard. “It’s not 
that people generation 
and generation older, 
even didn’t get in- 
volved,” says. “There still 
are people involved age. 
But were generation 
hit especially hard 
AIDS.” 

Marsie Silvestro, the 

Lesbian and Gay Alliance, 
speaks admiringly Elsie 
Smith, woman her 70s 
who was recently arrested 
for protesting cuts Medi- 
care. “She’s doing that now 
won’t have when I’m 
age,” says Silvestro. 
Hayes points other 
generational differences: 
“When was 20s and 
working part-time 
short-order cook, could 
risk arrest and stay jail for 
night two weeks.” Now 
that Hayes works South 
End Press, she says, can’t 
just disappear for month. 
have daughter now, and 
choose political [by 
teaching Hayes points out that ac- 
tivists become involved community poli- 
tics, whether that activism involves housing 
rights anti-violence organizing, that work 
still “lesbian activism, lesbian do- 
ing it.” 

Though Shays says she’s more cynical 
and has less energy now than she did her 
20s, she does not discount the effect 
years hearing feminism dismissed “ir- 
relevant stodgy.”

Fagan agrees that dismissing “old-style” 
politics hasn’t seemed help the commu- 
nity. “It’s harder now, find the people 
who have the skills old-timers, people

they are around. need them pass 
down those skills. They are very valuable.” 
she reflects her own experience 
both camps, Fagan sounds almost wistful. 
“In many ways, I’m the same wave- 
length younger women, but now don’t 
have anything much with them,” she 


says. “We bond over people who wear 


Birkenstocks, but when done with 
that, where you politically? You can 
run around with your tattoos and your 
piercings, but doesn’t really say anything 
about your politics anymore.” 

Hayes sometimes surprised how she 
viewed younger women. enjoyed 
ing Fish,” she says, “But course was 
offended, you know, characterized 
herbal-tea-drinking woman. That’s me!” 
Hayes thinks that communication between 
generations underrated. “It’s shame that 
there’s institutional structure left pro- 
vide place for people different eras 
meet and learn about each other,” she says. 

Shreeves thinks that working for spe- 
cific common goal helps intergenerational 
activism succeed. And Fagan suggests es- 
tablishing activism classes and urging 
younger people draw upon their leader- 
ship skills. “Even direct action takes time. 
You have learn. You have think it’s 
worthwhile,” she says. 

Fagan, Shays acknowledge 
that they are the best position work 
with younger activists, because their rela- 
tionships both “styles” activism. Ac- 
cording Fagan, “People have hear 
about from someone they trust.” 

The need engage either direct 
action electoral politics urgent. 
Smith Yang predicts erosion legal 
rights over the next few years. “It’s much 
harder fundraise from defensive posi- 
tion,” says. “It’s tougher for the organi- 
zations that focus change from within, 
but they’re necessary. overall sense 
that need everything all elements are 
truly reflective our community.” 

Sheer numbers are part the reason les- 
bian-and-gay activism needs new partici- 
pants. Everything from letter-writing cam- 
paigns fundraising, from demonstrations 
voting, depends volume. “Movements 
are numbers, numbers, numbers,” says 
Shays. “One individual definitely makes 
difference, because gives the movement 
momentum. You can’t underestimate that.”

Fiction 

Wizard fans will appreci- 
ate the delicious camp Gregory 
Maguire’s Wicked: The Life and 
Times the Wicked Witch 
the West (ReganBooks/Harper- 
Collins, $24), precursor 
Frank Baum’s stories. Instead 
focusing his story Midwest- 
Dorothy, 
Maguire tells Wicked from the 
perspective Elphaba, the 
Wicked Witch the West. De- 
spite being subjected prejudice 
and suspicion because her 
emerald epidermis, Elphaba goes 
college and rooms with 
Glinda, dizzy social-climbing 
utopia, and the Wicked Witch 
the West longer one-di- 
mensional evil hag. She’s out 
fighting for animal rights and lat- 
joins extremist group aimed 
bringing down the evil wizard 
and restoring citizenship the 
animals Oz. Elphaba becomes 
the story’s unlikely heroine. 

This next book probably won’t 
made into Disney movie, but 
Robert Rodi’s Drag Queen (Dut- 
ton, $21.95) pays twisted homage 
the film The Parent Trap. But- 
ton-down gay attorney Mitchell 
Sayer discovers has twin 
brother, only his brother goes 
the name Kitten Kaboodle and 
the high-heeled star the Tam- 
Tam club’s “all-girl” review. 
Trouble starts when the twins try 
make each other over. Mitchell 
wants Kitten out dresses, but 
Kitten thinks Mitchell needs 
loosen up. crazy, over-the- 
top mix-up, Mitchell finds himself 
stilettos and Kitten tries reverse 
drag man. 

Drag also the dominant 
theme Lars Eighner’s quirky 
Pawn Queen Four (St. Mar- 
tin’s Press, $21.95). the drag 
kingdom (queendom?) the un- 
derground Imperial Court Jade 
Chimera, 300-pound queen ruler 
Agnes holds homophobic evange- 
list Brother Earl check with 
series damaging photos the 
Brother participating some 
“un-Christian activities.” When 
the photos disappear, Brother 
Earl resumes his anti-gay tirade. 
Agnes enlists the help hunky, 
young Jim infiltrate Earl’s inner 
circle and whatever takes 
retrieve the photos. 

Nicole Conn, whose book Claire 
the Moon was turned into les- 
bian cult film, returns with the 
steamy Passion’s Shadow (Simon 
Schuster, $22). Conn con- 
structs love triangle: Lindsay 
Brendan, career-minded archi- 
tect who too busy think about 
relationships; Sondra Pinchot, 
interior designer and divorcée; and 
Sondra’s daughter Samantha, who 
looking escape from dead- 
end heterosexual relationship 
five years. Lindsay and Sondra be- 
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hired jointly design arts cen- 
ter. When Sondra’s alcoholism 
sends her treatment center, 
Samantha called assume 
her mother’s role the project. 
Eventually, she takes over her 
mother’s relationship with Lindsay, 
well. Ouch. 

The women The Love Songs 
Phoenix Bay (St. Martin’s 
Press, $12.95 paper) also come 
together under rocky circum- 
stances. Phoenix Bay (the title 
character, not body water), 
recently dumped her tattoo- 
artist girlfriend, moves with her 
friend Rennie. Rennie mourning 
the loss his lover AIDS. 
Phoenix soon forgets about her 
when Rennie’s sister moves and 
offers consolation both. 

Howard Cruise, best known for 
his Wendel comic the Advocate, 
weaves together powerful story 
pictures and words Stuck 
Rubber Baby (Paradon Press, 
$24.95). Protagonist Toland Polk 
coming terms with his sexu- 
ality while struggling with the re- 
alities the civil-rights movement 
the Cruise has created 
dark and complex illustrated novel 
loosely based his own experi- 
ences growing the son 
Alabama preacher. 


Biography 

The sweetest biography the 
slew lesbian and gay memoirs 
available this season the journal 
written and sketched Edmund 
White and his late partner Hubert 
Sorin. Our Paris (Alfred 
Knopf, $22) written from 
White’s point view, Ameri- 
can transplanted Paris live 
with his French lover. Sorin, who 
died just the book was finished, 
provides the whimsical illustra- 
tions. White’s observations the 
eccentricities French culture 
are hilarious. Although the two 
men were suffering from poor 
health when the book was written, 
Our Paris celebration their 
lives and touching tribute 
their relationship. 

Louis Chunovic’s muckraking 
Jodie (Contemporary Books, 
$19.95) perfect for hard-core 
Jodie Foster fans. Chunovic, 
former television editor for the 
Hollywood Reporter and televi- 
sion reporter for Fox TV, delves 
into the life the 33-year-old ac- 
tress, her rumored es- 
trangement from her father. Most 
important, tackles Foster’s al- 
leged lesbianism. 

For the more literary-minded, 
the season offers biographies 
Tennessee Williams, Gore Vidal, 
and Djuna Barnes. Tom: The Un- 
known Tennessee Williams, 
(Crown Publishers, $35) was final- 
released after six years legal 
hassling with Williams’s estate. Fo- 
cusing the playwright’s early 
family life and influences his 
writing, such his sister’s institu- 
tionalization and his struggle with 
his sexuality, author Lyle Leverich 
pieces together Williams’s rise 
fame. Williams and Gore Vidal 
cross paths Vidal’s autobiogra- 
phy Palimpsest: Memoir (Ran- 
dom House, $27.50). Vidal has 
some the most interesting 
friends (and enemies) the world, 
and his adventures are thoroughly 
engaging. Djuna: The Life and 
Work Djuna Barnes (Viking, 
$24.95), author Phillip Herring 
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gives up-close portrait the les- 
bian author and her participation 
the Greenwich Village literary scene. 

Margarethe auto- 
biography, Serving Silence 
(Viking, $11.95), just released 
paperback, required reading for 
anyone interested the debate over 
gays the military. Portrayed bril- 
liantly Glenn Close made- 
for-television movie earlier this year, 
Cammermeyer tells story brav- 
ery and leadership. 

Boston resident Alan Helms, 
professor 
UMass/Boston, offers his perspective 
the pre-Stonewall period histo- 
his autobiography Young Man 
from the Provinces: Gay Life Be- 
fore Stonewall (Faber and Faber, 
$22.95). After graduating from 
Columbia University 1955, Helms 
threw himself into New York’s un- 
derground gay community. Cashing 
his good looks, found work 
model and actor New York 
and Europe, hobnobbing with some 
the world’s biggest celebrities until 
reality caught him. 


Humor 

You Know You’re Gay 
(Contemporary Books, $9.95) the 
gay man’s alternative Jeff Foxwor- 
thy’s tired “You might redneck 
shtick. Calling the book “the 
sure way” erase any doubts about 
sexuality, Joseph Cohen writes, “You 
know you’re gay when you hang 
your clothes alphabetical order 
designer,” “You know gay 
when you name your cat RuPaul.” 

Mabel Manney’s third installment 
her Nancy Clue and the Hardly 
Boys mystery series, Ghost the 
Closet (Cleis Press, $10.95 paper), 
finds our young gay sleuths enlisting 
the help their handsome Uncle 
Nelly find the Hardlys’ parents, 
who have been kidnapped from their 
Feyport mansion. Meanwhile, Nancy 
fights win back the love her 
sweetheart, Cherry Aimless, RN. 
Manney expertly taps into 
America. Her sly gay humor blends 
well with her meticulous descriptions 
the fashions and 
retro culture (for late-night dive, 
the Hardly Boys bring cheese sand- 
wiches wrapped wax paper, 
Thermos hot cocoa, and prune 
cookies for quick energy) and makes 
the parody winner. 

Her tactful, straightforward 
columns have helped keep Boston’s 
lesbian-and-gay community civil for 
years. Now the best Meryl Cohn’s 
“Ms. Behavior” advice columns are 
collected What Say 
(Houghton Mifflin, $11.95 paper). 
It’s the best reference for questions 
ranging from what when 
ex-lover “turns” straight and invites 
you the wedding how behave 
“wimmin’s” music festivals. 

Gay men will have fun identifying 
with the stories Peter Cashorali’s 
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Fairy Tales (HarperCollins, $18). 
Cashorali has updated and rewritten 
classic stories the Brothers 
Grimm, Andrew Lang, and Hans 
Christian Anderson into tales 
modern gay life. The ugly duckling 
works out every day trying change 
his appearance, and eventually 
moves with friendly loon; 
Hansel escapes from abusive parents 
losing himself movie maga- 
zines; and the Rumpelstiltskin story 
now about HIV. 


Politics 

The lesson learned after reading 
the season’s political fare that 
there are easy ways achieve 
gay rights. Virtual Equality: The 
Mainstreaming Gay Rights (An- 
chor Books, $24.95), Urvashi Vaid 
chides leaders the nation’s largest 
gay and lesbian groups for main- 
streaming their organizations. She 
argues that recent failures the 
gay-rights movement can at- 
tributed lesbians and gays pursu- 
ing mainstream goals instead us- 
ing radical, revolutionary approach 
achieving rights. 

Andrew Sullivan argues the oppo- 
site side Virtually Normal: 
Argument About Homosexuality 
(Alfred Knopf, $22). Sullivan 
claims the movement has been taken 
over groups that not truly rep- 
resent the extent which lesbians 
and gay men are mainstream. 

Best described two-book Gay 

Life 101, City Friends (MIT 
Press, $25) and Out All Direc- 
tions: The Almanac Gay and 
Lesbian America (Warner Books, 
$24.95) are great resources for any- 
one trying acclimate themselves 
the gay world. Known for his re- 
search the brain size gay men, 
Simon LeVay, along with Elisabeth 
Nonas, covers everything from gay 
history the latest studies what 
determines individual’s sexual 
orientation City Friends. And 
the reference book Out All Direc- 
tions fact-packed overview the 
people and events that have shaped 
gay culture. 
Veteran activist brings 
together more than essays the 
rites and phases lesbian life 
Dyke Life: Celebration the 
Lesbian Experience (Harper- 
Collins, $23). The assumption the 
book, which features pieces au- 
thors such Victoria Brownsworth, 
Laura Brown, and Marny Hall, 
that the lives lesbians are marked- 
different from those heterosex- 
ual women and gay men. 

Surface Tension (Simon 
Schuster, $12), editor Meg Daly 
describes the relationship between 
lesbians and straight women 20- 
plus essays. For example, Susie 
Bright writes why many lesbians 
find themselves attracted hetero- 
sexual women, while Guinevere 
Turner muses over straight-gay 


friendships. 

Former Miami Herald reporter 
Elinor Burkett saddles just about ev- 
erybody with blame for the AIDS 
epidemic her spirited page-turner 
The Gravest Show Earth 
(Houghton Mifflin, $24.95). After 
three years reporting the epi- 
demic, Burkett lets loose activists, 
celebrities, and educators with her 
juicy, but sad, tirade. David Fein- 
berg’s Queer and Loathing (Penguin, 
$11.95), just released paper, 
touching and feisty memoir the 
gadfly the AIDS epidemic.
